The originat Vision of the Black 
Panther Party was to serve the needs 
o/ the oppressed people in our com- 
tnmüies and de/end them against their 
opp rassors. ïK/feii the Party uias in- 
ïtiated we kneu ,i that these goals would 
raise the cmsciousness of the people 
and motivate them to move more firmly 
for their tolal li herat ion, We also re- 
cognized that we live in a country 
which has become on, oj the mos* 
repressn e govemments in the world 
even to the pomt oj imperialist e*> 
ploitation tn commmities all over the 
wortd. We did not expect sucft a re- 
pressme govemtnent to stand by tdty 
white the Black Panther Party went 
forward to the goal of seiming the 
people. We expected repression, 

We knew, as a r^oofuiiomiry 
vangitard t repression would be the 
reaction of öur oppressors; but we re~ 
cognized that the task of the rei*olution - 
ist i$ diffictilt and kis life is short* 
We we re prepared then, as wemenow, 
to give our alt in the interest of op- 
pressed people* We expected the re¬ 
pression to come from outside farces, 
which have long held our comimmihcs 
in subject ion, However, the ideotogy 
of dialectical materiahsm helpad usto 
undersland that the conlradictims 
surrounding the Party would c ree te a 
farce that uxndd move us tovuard our 
goals. We also expected contradictions 
within the Party, for the, oppres sors 
u$e infilirators and provocateurs lo 
help them reach their avit ends. Even 
when the contradictions comefromjav- 
merty loyat members of the Party* we 
sec them as part oj the process of 
development, rather titan rrc the 
negativo terms the oppres$or*s media 
use to interpret them* Abovc all, we 
knew that through it all the Party would 
survive ♦ 

The Party would survtve because H 
had the love and support oj the people 
who saw their true interests expr ssad 
in the actions of the Party. The Party 
would also survive becaus it would he 
a politieel vehicle which conlinued to 
voice the interests of the people and 
serve as thetr advocates. 

The importance of a &t tuchtrad poli 
tical vehicle has ahvays been apparent 
to us. Whm u'l. 1 went to Sacram- ulo, w£ 
went for the purpósv of educating the 
people and begmning the building of o 
permanent politica! vehicle to serve 
their true interests. In our most re.eent 
commutitcatiuti with both th* Hvi ihand 
South Vietnamese Re volui ton ary Gov- 
emments, they pointed md that they 
understood what m mre doing and saw 
tf as the correct StV&tegy* They sant 


that a **slructureü orgortizat ion is re- 
lated to politics as a shadowtoa mat u" 
We recognize that the polit ical machine 
m America has consistently required 
Black people io support it, through 
paytng taxes and fighting in wars; bui 
that samc machine consistently refusAS 
to serve the interests of the Black 
commtmity. One of the probtems is that 
the community does nol have a 
struciured organizatfon or vehicle 
which serves its needs and rep re sent s 
the people*s interest * Kim van na more 
have effectiue politics without a 
shuctured orgamzation, than you can 
have a man without his shadoxv. They 
go together and are necessary ?v each 
other. Oppressed Black people -- the 

himpenproleiariat -- did «of have a 
struciured organization to reprmmU 
their true interests unttl the Black 
Panther Party arose from within the 
community, motimted by the needs and 
conditions of the people. 

Across the country there have heen 
coalitions of Black people and Black 
caucuses, hut these have not served 
the people as poli tical vchicles. They 
have merely served as bourgeois 
structures to get Black condiêates into 
polittcal office *. Ona elccted, the ma- 
chinery uSed to thrust these people into 
office simply passed out of existence 
or became ineffective, insofar as 
serving the true interests of the Black 
oppressed people^ 

A trxdy re volui ionury vehicle which 
wiU survive the repression it en- 
counters daity is made up of a number 
of chameleristics, First of all there is 
a smalt r buldedicatedcadreofworkers 
who are wilting to devote their Juli 
time to the goals of the organization. 
Sccondty, there is a dist met organized 
stmeture through which the cadre can 
fundi on. ti is this combination of 
structur - and dedicated cadre which 
can maintain the machinery for meeting 
the people*s needs * In this ujay a 

printing press can be maintained to 
review the events of the day and in¬ 
terpret them in a manner which serves 
the people* ft can circidate Information 
aboui daity phenomena and eéucatë the 
pi ople as to their true meanimIt tan 
carry out programs of service which 
de hu* ) to thi. peopU ba sic needs which 
avi 1 not satisfied elsmvhere, becarne 
Ou lump . nproletariat are the victims 
of oppression an,l exptoitaiion. A cadre 
and a structure, however, an nol uhai 
makes the politieel vehicle a re- 
voluiwmary one. II is the re volui ionary 
concepts which define and interpret 
phenometia, and estabhsh the goals 
tuward which the polttrcat v* hicle wiU 
work, ,4 revolutionnry vehicle is m 
fait a revolutionary concept set into 
mot ion by a dedicated cadre through a 
partii-ufor orgatuzed stmeture. 

Such ii vehicle can survive re¬ 
pression because ii inn move in the 
ncccssa rv munner at the appropriate 
time. It can go underground if the con- 
ditions r quirc; and it can nnsc up 
again. Hut tt wilt ahoays bi mof tui - 
tütcd and dvdication to the 


interest of the oppressed cvmmunt- 
ttes, Therefore Hu peopl* wilt msure 
its survival, for m that survival is the 
service of their needs* The struciured 
and organized vehilce wilt guarantee 
the weat kering of the tast of mts mal 
and exterml contradictions* 

The re spons ibitily of such a polUical 
vehich is clear. It is to funcUon as a 
machine which serves the true in¬ 
terest s of the oppressed people* This 
means that it must be ever aware of 
the needs of the communities of the 
oppressed , ctnd deveïop andexectde the 
necessary programs to meet those 
needs. The Black Panther Party has 
done this through its basic Ten-Pomt 
Program. Ho wever, we recogmze that 
revolution is a process and we cannoi 
offer the people cmctusion$--we must 
be ready to res pond creaUmly to new 
conditions and neui mderstandings. 
Therefore wc have developed our Fret 
Breakfast Program , our Free Health 
Clmics t our Cbthing and Shoe Pro¬ 
grams, and our Dusses to Prisons 
Program, as welt as other programs, 
in response to the obvious needs of 
Black People. The overwhelmingly fa - 
uoraMt response io these programs m 
t?uery is e vide nee that they 

are senang the true interest of the 
people. 

Serving the true interest of the people 
also means that the poli tical vehicle 
must stam between the people and the 
oppresstve forces which prey upan 
them in such a marmer that the ad¬ 
ministrators will have to give the ap- 
propriat* response. Such artictdaüon 

reqmres us to have a politica t organ 
which wilt express the interests of the 
people and interpret phenomena for 
them , The existence of such a polt- 
ticai vehich is justified only so long 
as it serves the true interests of the 
people * 

Serving the true interests of the 
people , kowever, does not mt?£ïn that 
the vehicle is simply a reflector of 
public opinim , because the opimons j 
of the people have oflen been molded 
and directed against their true 
mterests by stick pohticmns and ex- : 
ploitative educators* Their diversion- 
ary tactics often lead the people down 
blind altcys or onto tangents u*hich take , 
them away from their true goals. We 
can easily see this when we opply 
the concept of American democracyi to — 
the Black community. 

Democracy in America (bourgeois J. 
democracy) means not hing more than B 
the dominatwn of the majonty over the I 
mmority* That is why Black people can I 
cast ixdcs all year long, but if the I 
majority is against u$, us? suffer* Then 
the polstidans and êitucators trytode- 3 
ceive the community ujith such 
euphemisms as "H's rutr by the ma- 1 
jority t hui the rights of the mmority S 
a r* p rot , ~ted p ’ tf, t nfpet, pa rUcfpQ&faS H 
m the J+ viocratic p roe Ss ;n Amcrieo I 
wc re in the mtertSt oj the Black com- I 
there uKmld be no naedfbrd I

Free Break Jast Program, the re toould 
he ito need for F ree Health Clinics 
o?' of the other programs we hatie 
deveioped to meet the people* s needs* 
The rights of the minority are pro- 
tected by the standards of a bourgeois 
gommmmt, and anything which is nol 
in their interest is nol permitted* 
This may be democratie for the ma- 
joriiy, bul for the minority it has the 
same effect as fascism* When the ma¬ 
jor jty decreed that uh should be slaues, 
we were slaues--where uws thedemo- 
cracy in stavery for us? ÏWien the 
majorUy decreed that toe should pay 
taxes , fight and die in uxirs, and be 
given infertor and racist educathm 
against our interests t we got all of 
these tliings* Where is detnocracy for 
us in any of it. Our child ren stilt die, 
our youth suffer from malnutnUon f our 
middle-Qged people suffer from si chic - 
eelt anemie, and our elderty face ttn- 
beavable poverty and hardship because 
they reach the twilight period of their 
lives with nat hing to sus tam them 
througii these difficult times* Where 


STATEMENT BY 

is the democrac y in any of this for 
Black people? Üemocracy means only 
that Uw nmjority wilt wse us when they 
need us and cast us aside when they 
do nat need us. A ir*ue understundmg 
of the worfting and effect of 
American democracy for Black people 
wilt reveal most cleariy that it is 
just the same as fascism for us m Our 
tnw interests and needs are nol being 
served * 

The pohtical vehich of Uw people 
must be guided by a consistent i de o log y 
which represents the true interests of 
the people . We see an ideology as 
nothtng more than a systematic and 
organtzed set of prmciples for 
analyzing and interpre ting objective 
phenomena * >ln ideology can only be 
accepted as valid, if it dêlimrs true 
tmderstanding of the phemmena which 
affect the lives of the people . The 
development of a tuide varietyoftruths 
about the community t its mteimal de- 
velopment, and the extemal for ces 
surroitnding ü t mll tead Uien toaphil- 
osüphy which wilt help orientustowerd 
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goals which are in the true mierest 
of the people* 

The Black Panther Party ukis bom in 
a period of stress when Black people 
were moving auxjv from the phitosophy 
and strategy of non-violent act ion 
touHird the stemer actions , We da red 
to bel ie ua that we could offer thecom- 
munity a permanent pohttcal velt iele 
which uwtdd serve their true interests 
by meeting their needs and admeating 
their interests * We have met many 
foes; u>e have seen many enemies * 
We have been stmdered, kidnapped, 
gagged, j ai led and murdered. We know 
now, more than ever before t that the 
wilt of the people is greater than the 
tüchnology and repression ofthose who 
are against the interests of thepeople* 
Th erefore we know that we aan and 
will continue to serve the people and 
educate the people *

;-er of the Baltlmore Chapter of the Black 
1 amber Party, was kidnapped by the 
Balt)more prison authorittes inJanuary 
ut rhïs year* Omar, who was very 
Instruments! in the opening of our 
West Baltimoret office In November, 


was admitted to racist Unlversity of 
Maryland Hospkai to snpposedly be 
treated for his infected feet. On the 
day he went to the hospita!, Brother 
Omar had to be cnnied by hts com- 
rades, because bis feet were so in¬ 
fected that he couldnT walk on hls 
own. 

A little over three years ago. Omar 
was kidnapped front his community, 
found guilty of armed robbery and rall- 
roatled co Jaiï to serve five years* For 
three years. Omar was jatled at the 
Patuxent Institucion of Maryland, which 
is allegedïy a Maximum Securïty Peni- 
tencinry for "crlmlnaljy Insnne" cle¬ 
ments of the society. 

Af ter serving three years, the piga 
released Omar on whir they cal led 
‘‘Parole*’* He had to agreee to he a 
**good boy”, gei a slave Job and live 
the laws of this decadent, racist A« 
merican society, Immedtacely iipon hls 
release, Omar liegan serving the op- 
pressed masses of Baliimore as antem- 
ber oi the Black Panther Party; and he 
has heen doing so ever slnce, 

So therefore, because of his ld story 
and memberstüp in the Party, thesecond 
week thai Comrade Omar was in the 
bospit ai, two artned pigs were placed 


outeide of his door, b was chen found 
out that the prison Board of racist 
Patuxem had planned to kidnap him Trom 
his hospital bed. As planned, the armed 
pigs forced Omar from his hospita! bed 
and Eook him back to Patuxent* 

A few days af ter his kidnapping, a 
hearing was held and U wassratedthere 
that he had vioiaced the ferms of hls 
parole agreement, While Omar was (n 
the bo&pital, unable to walk, he mlssed 
a visit to his parole dfÖcer; and on these 

grounds, the pigs justlfy thelr repres- 
sïve actions against hlm, ln addltion co 
this, durlng his stay ln the hospital, 
he was given Peniclilin for his foot 
infection, ahhough his chart clearly 
showed he w'as allergie to it, As a re- 
sult, Brother ümar's condition wor- 
sened, causing him to have to be fed 
through his nose. 

Omar knows that his fate lies in the 
hands of the People; and since he has 
seen the overwheiming power of the 
People, he knows that the People wil] 
free him and at 1 poll tic al prisoners.

REPORT ON THE TRIAL OF 
CHAIRMAN BOBBY SEALE 

AND COMRADE ERICKA HUGGINS 


THfc HLACK PANTHEA, 5ATTIHDAY, MAY i + ffll PACh Jj 


On Vuesday, April tsth, the trial of 
Chairman Bobby Seale and Comrade 
Ericka Huggins contmued into its 
twentieth week\ The first witness catled 
!o thé stand thot doy was 
Kimbro, for the prosecution. District 
Attomey Markle requesled that the 
tapes seized from 365 Orchard St. 
on May 22nd, 1969, be played in court 
that day. Defmse Attomey Ka the rine 
Roraback asked if she could ask Kim- 
bro a few questions bef ore the pro¬ 
secution began the questiomng. As this 
was allowed, she asked hun if he had 
keard the tapes before, He said that 
he had heard them at LonnieMcLucas* 
trial* She then asked kim if these tapes 
were the accurate production of tapes 
that were made that night t vihich he 
participated in making, or were they 
possibly re-copied tapes, He said that 
they were the same tapes, He said 
that George Sams told kim to operate 
that tape recorder, Kiity then asked 
him if Sams had told Éricka what to 
say M 


There were hm tapes to be played. 
The first was of Fricka introducing 
the tapes. In the background a male 
voice was telling her cerlain things 
to say m lt nas hrought out that that 
voice ims the voice of George Sams, 
and at fimes, Warren Kimbro. The 
secand tape was that of Alex Racktey* 
Throughoui that tape he (Racktey) told 
of informers that were tnfillrating the 
New York Chapter which were the cause 
of the New York 21 * s arrest, He said 
he UN7S scared to say anytking, in the 
tape he named Janet Cyril t David Bro¬ 
thers and Brothers* secretary, and a 
few more names of persons said to be 
police info miers, That tape i ons about 


15 minutes long. 

Aftenmrds Kimbro said that Rackley 
was then sent upstairs to takt ashoper . 
Kimbro went oa to say that aft er this, 
Sams ordered George Bdwards be 
brought downstairs, becuuse Sams had 
been told that Edtmrds too was an in- 
former * He satd that Ericka and he 
lKimbro) were told that Edwurds was 
an informer, bul that they never told 
Sams that t and he therefore hadno tdea 
kotO Sams found out* He said that Soms 
ordered ihat Edwards be lied lo a 
Chain Edwards continued to defend 
himselj from being cattedan mformen 
Sams told him to go upstairs andmake 
a tape . At that point t Kimbro said . 
everyone prepared to go to a Rally

b satd around 7:30 pm, everyone 
med to 365 Orchard from Hart- 
■ ami Lonnie Mc Lucas, George 
s Ericka and ke went upstairs to 
about Rackley* He satd that Rackley 
besinning to gel a flver; and, at 
point there was talkoftaking him 


to the hospi tal, They were then ordered 
by Sams to tie Rackiey to the bed 
with Ace bandages, Aflerwards, Lan- 
don Williams came in and said that 
Rackley wasn'f tied well enough , 5o 
they tied him to the bed with mre , 

He said that Landon said that they were 
going to keep him wüil Bobby came to 
New Haven, Kimbro said that the nexi 
day Bobby came to New Haven, and that 
he and Ericka were told to meet them, 
He said that in the car they met were 
Bobby Seale, June Hilliard, David Bro¬ 
thers, Landon Witliams and some 
brother that he had never seen bef ore 
then, 

They went over to Ericka*$ house, 
June and Rory Hithe left there for 
Örchard St, f s o that June could meet 
the at her tnembers of the C hapte r and 
see the office. Kimbro said that white 
there, June saw Atex Rackley, and 
that Rackley asked if Bobby were going 
to have him killed. He stated thai 
June answered thai the Chaivman 
wasn't concemed with him. 

Everyone then left to hear Chairman 
Bobby speak at Yale University. Af ter 
the speech, Kimbro said he u>as fold by 
Ericka to find a place where Bobby 
could have a meeting with the rest of 
the Chapier. 

On Wednesday , April Nth , Garyy 
presented the tape that xvas made the 
night that Bobby spoke at Yate , The 
tape e 'SsentiaUy starled o ff with Ericka 
mlroducing Bobby. The speech that 
Bobby made wis abaid the PeopIe*s 
sh'uggte and the Black Pafither Party; 
about the way the pigs are trying to 
destroy the Party and the reasons 
thef re trying to destroy it, The tape 
was one hour and forty-five minutes 
long . 

Aflerwards, Garry asked Kimbro 
how mmy times he had spoken to 
Sergeant DeRosa since January I2th t 
1970, Kimbro said about five or six 
Unies since then, Garry asked him if 
he feit thai Rackley uxxs an in farmer. 
He said, “no", Kimbro went on that 
Rackley had even rolled a few Pan- 
Uier posters with him. Garry asked him 
why then did he tic him to a bed, He 
said be cause if he didn*t, he fel! he 
would have been tted to the bed him- 
setf, He said ihat at one poinl Sams 
slapped Lonnie Mc Lucas around, Gat'ry 
reminded Kimbro that in some of the 
past statements he had made he had 
said that Sams uws very sadist ic. 

This time Kimbro said this was not so. 

Later on thai day , Ktmbro said that 
afte? he shot Alex Racktey > he went 
hack to the car and gave the u>eapon 
he used, a catibre ftand to 
Sams , He said that Sams said he m- 


tended to throw the remaining butlets 
out the window of the car onto the turn- 
pike - which he did, except for one 
buttet, and that he dién r t know what he 
R'u£ going to do with that remaining 
buitel, Kimbro $ Ql g they then went back 
to the office, pid the gïtn away and 
played some records and smoked some 
marijuana, Garry again reminded him 
of bis past testimony, in which he had 
said that aflet he shot Racktey he 
dïopped his iiands to hts side and gave 
the gun to Sams* Kimbro said he had 
forgotten it. 

On Thursday, April t5th, Katy Rora- 
back exposed more of Kimbro* s contra- 
dictory statements. One was that he 
said this time that jxist before hc and 
Lonnie left to take Rackley atvay t 
Ericka told them not to take Kimbro's 
car, because it was too well knourn, 
This ivas somethmg that he didn’t m&n- 
tion in Lonnie*s trial, He said it uws 
because he forgot. He u"üs asked 
whether he had gone over ihat part 
about the car with D.A. Markle, At 
first he stelled, Then, at last, he satd 
*'yes at , He was asked about how the 
State had made a deal with him, if 
he w&re to become a State*s witness 
and that he would get his sentence 
dropped, 

Then Garry told kim about Lonnie's 
sentence and told him to compare ii 
to what he himselj i oould have gatten, 
since he hos admitted that he was the 
one who stipposedly shot Rackteyfirst. 
Al this Mulvey (the i9 Judge* r } became 
very angry, and said thai Lonnie was 
sentenced by the court and that it 
wusn’t for Garry to slick kis nose into 
the court's business * He then told 
Garry to mout /□ another subject. 
Garry continued to question these ob - 
vtous hes, imtil Mulvey began toshout. 
Stwrtly qfter this, court \ms adjoumed, 

On Friday ( another p rosecution wit - 
ness jotis calted to the stand, a State 
troop er, it was that Markte could 
have him testify that the evidence that 
they found on Rackley's body was thai 
which the State presented in couri „ 
So the Irooper looked through the 
ihings, the "evidence**. Later, a Dr, 
Chase wtis calted, Chase said that he 
had been called the scene of the 
crime to the body, He ex- 

plained the condition of the body , The 
rest of that day was spent with Dr, 
Chase tal hing abotU the condiiion of 
Rackley's body.
